the Coast Guard patrol craft may au-
thorize a vessel to transit through the
safety zone with a Coast Guard des-
ignated escort.

(3) All persons and vessels shall com-
ply with the instructions of on-scene
patrol personnel. On-scene patrol per-
sonnel include commissioned, warrant,
or petty officers of the U.S. Coast
Guard. Coast Guard Auxiliary and local
or state officials may be present to in-
form vessel operators of this regulation
and other applicable laws.

§165.714 Regulated Navigation Area;
Atlantic Ocean, Charleston, SC.

(a) Location. The following area is a
Regulated Navigation Area: A trape-
zoid at the water surface, and the en-
tire water column from surface to sea-
bed inclusive of the vessel, bounded by
the following four coordinates:

Latitude Longitude

Western 32°42'56” N 79°47'34” W
boundary.

Southern 32°42'32" N 79°46'42" W
boundary.

Eastern 32°43'26” N 79°4527" W
boundary.

Northern 32°43'56” N 79°46'08” W
boundary.

(b) Regulations. In accordance with
the general regulations in §165.23 of
this part, all vessels and persons are
prohibited from anchoring, diving, lay-
ing cable or conducting salvage oper-
ations in this zone except as authorized
by the Captain of the Port.

§165.720 Safety/Security Zone: St.
Johns River, Jacksonville, FL.

(a) Location. The water and the land
within the following boundaries are es-
tablished as a safety and security zone
during specified conditions:

(1) AIll waters within 200 yards of
Blount Island, Jacksonville, Florida
and all adjacent land within 100 yards
of the island shoreline during staging
of Department of Defense equipment
and during the loading/unloading of
military supply vessels.

(2) All waters within 200 yards of
“any” waterfront facility at which a

laden military vessel is located and all
land at the facility, including docks
and piers, within 100 yards of the St.
Johns River.

(3) All waters within 200 yards of any
specified military supply vessel during
its transit of the St. Johns River and
out to three (3) nautical miles offshore.

(b) Regulations. (1) For public notice,
the zone described in paragraph (a)(1)
of this section is effective beginning 11
December 1990 and will remain in force
until cancelled by the Captain of the
Port Jacksonville, Florida.

(2) The COTP Jacksonville may acti-
vate, as necessary, any portion of the
safety/security zone described in para-
graphs (a)(2) and (a)(3) of this section
by means of locally promulgated
broadcast notice to mariners. Once im-
plemented, neither overtaking nor
meeting situations will be allowed dur-
ing specified vessel transits.

(3) In accordance with the general
regulations governing safety and secu-
rity zones contained in 33 CFR 165.23
and 165.33 of this part, entry into any
portion of the described zone is prohib-
ited unless authorized by the Captain
of the Port Jacksonville, Florida.

(4) This regulation does not apply to
authorized law enforcement agencies
operating within the safety/security
zone.

§165.721 Safety Zone: St. Johns River,
Jacksonville, FL.

(a) Location. The following area is es-
tablished as a safety zone during the
specified conditions: The waters within
a 500 yard radius of the fireworks barge
or barges during the storage, prepara-
tion, and launching of fireworks in the
St. Johns River between the Hart and
Acosta Bridges.

(b) Effective dates. This section be-
comes effective upon activation by the
Captain of the Port by the broad-
casting of a local Notice to Mariners on
appropriate VHF-FM radio frequencies.
It terminates at the conclusion of the
fireworks display unless terminated
earlier by the Captain of the Port.

(c) Regulations. (1) In accordance with
the general regulations in 165.23 of this
part, anchoring, mooring or transiting
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
